Hate speech laws in the United Kingdom are found in several statutes. Expr wane hatred toward someone on account of that person's colour, race, nationality 
(including citizenship), ethnic or national origin, religion, or sexual orientation is forlfiddeg@Any communication which is threatening or abusive, and is intended to harass, 
alarm, or distress someone is forbidden. The penalties for hate speech include fines, Miprjgeqment, or both. 


In England, Wales, and Scotland, the Public Order Act 1986 prohibits, by its Part 3, expreg$i f racial hatred, which is defined as hatred against a group of persons by 
reason of the group's colour, race, nationality (including citizenship) or ethnic or national orighag4 jon 18 of the Act says: 


A person who uses threatening, abusive or insulting words or behaviour, or displays any written m (op is threatening, abusive or insulting, is guilty of an offence

(b) having regard to all the circumstances racial hatred is likely to be stirred up thereby. 


(a) they intends thereby to stir up racial hatred, or , 
Offences under Part 3 carry a maximum sentence of seven years imprisonment or a fine or both. Q 


The Criminal Justice and Public Order Act 1994 inserted Section 4A into the Public Order Act 1986. That part prohibits oo causing alarm or distress. Section 4A 
states: 


(1) A person is guilty of an offence if, with intent to cause a person harassment, alarm or distress, he— (a) uses threatening, Ke. jnsulting words or behaviour, or 
disorderly behaviour, or (b) displays any writing, sign or other visible representation which is threatening, abusive or insulting, ther ay&ing that or another person 
harassment, alarm or distress. 














A person guilty of an aera ONT section is liable on summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not exceeding six months or to a fine not exceeding level 5 on 
the standard scale or to botIt Vay 


The Racial and Religious Hatred Ad Ss amended the Public Order Act 1986 by adding Part 3A. That Part says, "A person who uses threatening words or behaviour, or 
displays any written material which | ‘Cx is guilty of an offence if he intends thereby to stir up religious hatred." The Part protects freedom of expression by stating 


in Section 29J: 


Nothing in this Part shall be read or given ZX vay which prohibits or restricts discussion, criticism or expressions of antipathy, dislike, ridicule, insult or abuse of 
particular religions or the beliefs or practices of Gd: erents, or of any other belief system or the beliefs or practices of its adherents, or proselytising or urging 
adherents of a different religion or belief system to ractising their religion or belief system. 

The Criminal Justice and Immigration Act 2008 amendedfPart 3A of the Public Order Act 1986. The amended Part 3A adds, for England and Wales, the offence of inciting 
hatred on the ground of sexual orientation. All the offences v Gspb attach to the following acts: the use of words or behaviour or display of written material, publishing or 





distributing written material, the public performance of a play, fs, showing or playing a recording, broadcasting or including a programme in a programme service, 
and possession of inflammatory material. In the circumstances of PA@tréed based on religious belief or on sexual orientation, the relevant act (namely, words, behaviour, 
written material, or recordings, or programme) must be threatening and just abusive or insulting. 











The Football Offences Act 1991 (amended by the Football (Offences Ozer Act 1999) forbids indecent or racialist chanting at designated football matches.
